HAPPENINGS IN THE PROGRESSIVE PROGRAM OF THE CHURCH 
OF GOD 
By H. L. CHESSER, General Overseer 


Some decisions and appointments, we feel, should be officially declared 

lest some have the wrong impression or arrive at a conclusion which 
would be misleading. 
_ Rev. J. A. Rafferty gave up the work as overseer in Western Canada 
in October and took a pastorate in Oxford, Ohio. Rev. James A. Stephens, 
who was pastoring Benton, Illinois, was appointed to succeed Brother 
Rafferty and reports he is liking his work fine. He says he was received 
warmly by the Canadian brethren, and we predict that Rev. Stephens 
and the Canadians will make a fine team for the progress of the work 
of the Lord in that territory. 

Last year the Mission Board was looking for some good workers to go 
to South Africa and conduct revivals. Though Brother James L. Slay 
was having good success as state overseer of Illinois, he was ready to 
consider this call for workers, and offered his services. At the Mission 
Board meeting last September, it was agreed that Brother Slay and 
family go and assist the workers in the Union of South Africa. He is 
not going as a missionary but as an evangelist to conduct revivals, and 
may do mission work, also. Brother Slay gave up his state work in 
Illinois February 1 and will conduct revivals here in the States until 
all visas are okayed, then will be on his journey to Johannesburg. 

Rev. Floyd Timmerman who has been a successful pastor and dis- 
trict pastor for several years, and was having a very successful year 
at Lenoir, N. C., was appointed to succeed Brother Slay as state overseer 
of Illinois. We believe the people of that state will miss Brother and 
Sister Slay, but we feel sure Brother and Sister Timmerman will endear 
themselves to the people and have the co-operation of the ministry and 
laity. It is always a good indication of success when there is harmony 
and unity between a leader and his people. 

Rev. Walter Pettitt overseer of New York and New Jersey, suggested 
to the Appointing Board that he be allowed to move into New Jersey 
and oversee the work in that one state, and that another man be sent 
as overseer of New York. So after considering this suggestion, it was 
decided by the Appointing Board to appoint Rev. M. W. Sindle as the 
New York overseer. Brother Sindle is well acquainted in the New York 
area, and we see no reason why he should not succeed in the work. 
Brother Pettitt will be living in Pleasantville, New Jersey, and supervising 
the work in that state. 

Dividing of the large states has been under consideration for some 
time, so in January the ministry of Alabama voted to make the State 
of Alabama two territories instead of one. The southern part of the 
State will have around 50 churches, with a membership of over 2,000. 
Rev. H. T. Statum has been appointed the state overseer of the Southern 
Alabama Territory. He is a native son of Alabama, is well acquainted 
with the ministry and the laity, is a hard worker, has been a successful 
pastor and district pastor, having been at Decatur, Alabama, for several 
years, and we believe the people of Southern Alabama will give him full 
cooperation in the promotion of the work of the Lord. Watch them grow! 

Florida ministers have voted to divide that state and all the details 
have not been worked out, but are under consideration. Progress 
of the work is the sole aim of these moves, so may God guide in all the 
decisions. Personal contact with the people should not be underestimated 
and neglected; therefore, the closer a leader can keep to his work, the 
better chance he has to properly supervise same.

PEACE OR PERSECUTION 
This Is an Urgent Appeal to American Roman Catholics 


Liberty-loving American Roman Catholics can help remove the 
stigma of religious persecution reported in the full documented 
story of actual evil incidents shown below. 





On the eve of its dedication, Saturday, Dec. 22, 1951, this 
beautiful new building of the Southern Baptist Church 
in Bogota, Colombia, South America, was stoned by a mob 
assembled by the neighboring priest by means of loud 
speakers of his church. The Honorable Capus Waynick, 
U. S. Ambassaor, witnessed this action and appealed for 
police intervention. 

Next day, called by the authorities of their church, 
Roman Catholics assembled to make a demonstration of 
their faith in front of the stoned church, and the few 
remaining stained-glass windows were shattered. Some 
130 windows in all were broken. The Honorable Max Krebs, 
Second Secretary of the U. S. Embassy, was a witness to 
this second disturbance. 





LIBERTY-LOVING ROMAN CATHOLICS IN SOUTH 
AMERICA NEED OUR SUPPORT! 


This editorial is the English translation from the October 2, 
1951, issue of El-Nacional, a Liberal Party paper of Barranquilla, 
on the north coast of Colombia, South America. In common with 
the overwhelming majority of the Liberal Party in Colombia, the 
writer of the editorial is himself a Roman Catholic. While his particular 
area is at the present time relatively free from political and religious 
strife, all liberty-loving Americans will join him in his protest 
against fanatical elements in his own church. 

ACTS OF BRUTALITY 

“Yesterday, Colombia was the scene of another of those 
acts of religious savagery that have portrayed our people 
to the world press as a herd of savage beasts. A Protestant 
church near Cali was dynamited at 4 o’clock in the 
morning with the death of at least three persons and the 
injury of others in an action repulsive to common civiliza- 
tion. In the same state, some months prior to this, the dead 
body of a Protestant minister was found tied to a tree 
where he had been emasculated. Editorials in the world 
press described this shocking and terrible deed as calling 
for international intervention to prevent its recurrence. 
Daily newspapers all over the world reproduced para- 
graphs from a frightful church circular of the Bishop of 
Santa Rosa, recommending the extermination of all anti- 
Catholics, including members of the Liberal Party (also 
Catholics). We Colombians who travel know the experi- 
ence of shameful embarrassment in answering questions 
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as to how, in a semi-civilized country as ours, these in- 
conceivable abnormal acts could take place. 

“Why do we persist in humbling our Church before the 
world? How is it possible that Church authorities do 
not condemn assassinations, dynamitings and other re- 
volting acts against a sister church? How indeed, if we 
take into account that it is solely to the Protestant armies 
of the United States and England that the Vatican owes 
its life at this moment? These armies maintain the barrier 
holding back the Russian Army from Rome. What would 
happen to the Roman Church without these Protestant 
defenses? 

“We cannot imagine what the comments must be in the 
world press regarding this unfortunate land of the 50,000 
slain in the turmoil that began in 1948. In the United 
States, for example, they cannot understand how it is 
that in the Twentieth Century, our religion wishes to 
impose itself by violence. Neither is this understood ih 
Mexico, Argentina, Venezuela or other parts of our conti- 
nent. The picture of Father Jordan blessing the daggers 
in Malaga as “Blessed weapons when drawn in the de- 
fense of the Catholic Religion,” is something which people 
of these peaceful, honest and industrious nations, where, 
in the respect of his neighbor, each practices the religion 
of his choice, cannot understand. 

“Particularly the attacks against the Protestant Church 
must merit frank condemnation from us Catholics. In 
the first place, it is the religion of the great majority 
of the people of the United States on whom depends the 
entire destiny of the American Continent, threatened as

A letter from Brother Wayne and 
Sister Charlotte McAfee, Quiche, 
Guatemala: 


“Greetings to you in our Lord’s most 
precious name from Guatemala at the 
ens of a new year’s work for 

m! 

I have many letters from your office 
to acknowledge, Brother Walker, and 
every single one of them was appre- 
ciated. It is my custom to write you 
when I send in the monthly report, 
and since the brother who compiles 
the report data got behind this month, 
so is my monthly letter. 

There were several pleasant sur- 
prises among your letters. The first 
was your letter of December 10 with its 
check of $15 as a Christmas love-token. 
We appreciate it greatly, Brother 
Walker and brethren of the Board, 
and as you called it a token of love, 
we received it as such, feeling the spir- 
it of love in which it was given to us 
who are serving you of the Church as 
our officials and leaders, as well as 
our great Shepherd here on the field. 
We put it in our “furniture fund,” and 
now we have a lovely little pine ward- 
robe from the carpenter’s shop as our 
“Christmas gift” from you. Unto the 
Lord be the thanks for His care for us. 


The second pleasant surprise was 
the early check during the Christmas 
month. It enabled us to leave Quiche 
earlier for the capital on a necessary 
trip, visiting churches on the way that 
we would not have been able to visit. 
Thanks again for your thoughtful- 
ness. This month, with your Christmas 
gift and other gifts from relatives.... 
we have been able to do what we so 
much desire in furthering the work of 
the Lord. As I stated above, we are 
getting our furniture little by little, 
and this helps us to do it all the more 
quickly. Please give our heartfelt grat- 
itude to the Board for their care for us. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS ...As for the 
month of December, we traveled ex- 
tensively, visiting 15 churches, the 
highest number of churches in any 
month since I have been on the field, 
and, considering the places in which 
some of them are, along with the fact 
that the roads are bad at their very 
best, this is a victory for us. Our most 
colorful trip, I suppose, was a trip to 
an aldea of Tecpan G. called Xexcoil, 
where we baptized three believers. The 
Indians had a special little room made 
for us high up on the mountainside 
where we had prayer and listened to 
some dialect records on a hand-wound 
record player before leaving for a two- 
mile walk through the beautiful pines 
Guatemala boasts, through corn fields, 
lumber “yards” where two Indians 
chop and sort the wood, and jumping 
or stone-stepping streams until we ar- 
rived at the place where we baptized. 
The Indian men wear a small blanket- 
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apron on top of their white pants and 
shirts, and insisted on being baptized 
blanket and all! It showed their com- 
plete consecration to the Lord as In- 
dians and not as another people. 

When we came back to the little 
shack on the hillside after the bap- 
tism, we were tired and famished, but 
the brethren brought us some beef 
stew (not American style), tamales, 
which are something like ground hom- 
iny cooked in corn husks, and coffee. 
Coffee is so high here now, although 
this is a coffee country and it grows in 
abundance, in comparison to the other 
foods, that the Indians don’t drink 
pure coffee any more. At one time it 
was two and three cents a pound; that 
is, raw and untoasted. Now it is 40 
cents. Therefore, they toast barley, 
wheat, and'corn and grind it on their 
primitive stones along with the coffee. 
The resulting drink is more healthful, 
and one can hardly tell the difference, 
because the Indians don’t toast their 
coffee—they burn it. After the meal 
they wanted another service, but since 
our schedule had been planned for an- 
other service at a neighboring town 
for the night, we had to leave them 
singing hymns to the Lord as we 
marched forward for another visit. 

During our visit with the Beatys 
over the Christmas holidays, we visited 
the three churches in the capital. Our 
last visit was to the mission in the sec- 
tion of the city called “La Palmita,” 
which is the newest of our chapels 
there, having opened in May, 1950. The 
Lord is blessing there in a wonderful 
way, and one was saved, a backslider 
reclaimed, and a sister received her 
Pentecost during our one night’s visit. 
Perhaps the revival that Guatemala 
needs is not far away! And then, our 
great Harvester’s visit is right at hand, 
too, so that which we do we must do 
quickly. 

TOTONICAPAN RECEIVED HOLY 
GHOST OUTPOURING FIRST — 
Brother Pullin arranged the confer- 
ence date for March 7-9 in Totonica- 
pan, because of the new building going 
up in Chuicaca. We were there one 
night, arranging the conference with 
the brethren, and they accepted the 
proposition. Do pray with us for the 
following: It was in April 13, 1932, that 
Totonicapan received her first taste of 
Pentecost, and it was from Totonica- 
pan that Pentecost spread over Guate- 
mala to her four corners. Now, almost 
on their 20th anniversary of Pente- 
cost, there will be a special conference 
there. It is our desire, as well as the 
desire of the Totonicapan brethren, 
that a repetition of Pentecost will be 
given us during those days. Pray with 
us for it, won’t you? and the Pente- 
costal fire will fall in your own souls, 
I am sure. If possible, put this plea 
for prayer in the Evangel so that 
through multiplied prayers a Pente- 
costal answer will come. 


Keep praying for us. God is our King, 
and we trust in Him, but we need 
your constant help and prayers. May 
the Lord bless you abundantly and 
daily is our constant petition to Him.

SUGGESTION — Why not let me 
suggest that you invest in some special 
offerings for the mission field above 
all set quotas and receive a blessing 
for it. Let me quote you a part of a 
letter that was written to a consider- 
ate donor: “Your thoughtful special 
offering for the work has been re- 
ceived, and it is through this means 
that we wish to acknowledge it and 
let you know just how much we do ap- 
preciate your efforts and sacrifice for 
the spreading of the glorious good 
news. 


“Some eight kilometers from here 
(about six miles) is a little village 
called Patzite. It is here that we must 
leave the car when we are on our way 
to the conference of Chuicaca, our an- 
nual yearly conference of the Church 
of God in Guatemala. Several hun- 
dred Indians live in this little village, 
which is quiet, hovered over by an al- 
most tomb-like silence every day in 
the week except one, which is Thurs- 
da—their market day. Then the little 
town is overrun with people almost 
stumbling over one another for the 
crowds as they bicker with the sellers 
seated in neat, long rows, their goods 
spread out in front of them. The In- 
dians there, of the Chiquimula tribe, 
dress as we do; that is, the men, in 
cheap “work-style” clothes. However, 
the women of the same tribe wear a 
heavy blue and red-striped woolen 
blouse with flowing sleeves and a solid 
blue skirt that drags the ground. A- 
round the middle of the skirt is an 
embroidered many-colored band. Their 
long, straight, braided hair, parted in 
the middle, is almost always adorned 
with bright-colored ribbons. They love 
color! As they sit there jabbering, ar- 
guing, flaying arms over corn, beans 
a chicken, or a straw mat, they pre- 
sent a challenge. Our congregation of 
over 200 in Chuicaca is of this tribe 
and can meet this challenge. They do. 
They come down from Chuicaca ever 
other Thursday to a little rented room 
in this town, especially during the 
early fiesta when the bands, dance 
halls (such as they are), and liquor 
run freely, for meetings in a little 
rented room. 

“The reason I want to tell you about 
Patzite is that, with your offering of 
$6.00, I have just paid the rent for four 
months on our little mission hall where 
the gospel is preached ever 15 days to 
those who come for miles around. You 
can be assured that during these 
months of January, February, March, 
and April, the gospel is being preached 
through your efforts and your sacri- 
fice. May God bless you abundantly 
for your part, and may these months 
be especially fruitful for sin-filled, 
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godless Patzite, and the Chiquimula 
Indians. 

“Do keep praying for. us, and hold 
us daily before the great throne of God

REV JOHN L. BYRD VISITS HAITI 


Rev. John L. Byrd, overseer of South 
Carolina, is guest speaker in conven- 
tions at Puerto Rico, Dominican Re- 
public, Haiti, during the months of 
January and February. He was joined 
by two of the ministers from the 
States, the Rev. J. L. McCoy and Rev. 
Leonard Carroll. 

A few days before leaving for this 
extended trip he came to Cleveland. 
We discussed the matter of his going, 
and I assured him that he would nev- 
er be the same after making this trip. 
I told him I believed he would receive 
a new baptism of fire. He has been an 
enthusiastic booster of missions for 
years. I have just received a letter 
from him in which he states: 

“I know now what you meant by the 
new baptism of fire. I arrived here too 
late last night for the service, but have 
been in service all day today. The con- 
vention is great, interest good, and the 
spirit is said to be the greatest in the 
history of the work in Puerto Rico. 
After the message tonight the altar 
quickly filled; others dropped in the 
aisles and between the pews to seek the 
Lord. Several were converted, and 
eight received the Baptism.” 


I know God will enrich His ministry 
after this experience. 

LUCILLE McCUTCHEN VISITS 
EL SALVADOR 

Miss Lucille McCutchen, missionary 
teacher to Lee School, Utila Island, 
Honduras, en route to Utila, was priv- 
ileged to visit Rev. and Mrs. Syverson 
in El Salvador while waiting for her 
papers to be arranged to enter Hon- 
duras. She gives an encouraging report 
of the growing work there. She stated 
that while there, “two different men 
came to Brother Syverson and offered 
to build a church for him. One man 
was not a Christian, but being a land- 
owner said he wanted a church on his 
farm in memory of his two boys who 
were killed. He said Christians make 
the best workers because he could trust 
them when others were not trust- 
worthy.” 

Sister McCutchen also tells of a 
woman, demon-possessed, dumb spir- 
it, being delivered in answer to prayer. 
Pray for her and the McCalls who are 
doing a good work in Utila. 


REVIVALS IN EGYPT 


From May to November there have 
been 12 churches organized, 6 new sta- 
tions founded, with a total of 836 
members during this time, and 475 
persons baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
There have been cases of healing and 
evil spirits cast out in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.

Japan National Worship His Gods, 

Then Thank God for Their Home 
and America 

We were glad to get your very wel- 
comed letter, and trust that every- 
thing is going very well with all of you 
there. We are doing very well; that is, 
considering everything. As to your 
wanting to know about our work over 
here, and just what we had started 
and how it is going, well, we don’t 
know just how the information 
reached you or just what it consisted 
of, but we shall tell you the whole 
story. 

We have been here since the 29th 
of July, 1951. When we first came here 
we immediately began some prayer 
meetings. We couldn’t find a station- 
ary place in which to conduct them, so 
we used one of the tents here on the 
base, which was empty. But soon more 
troops were moved in, and we were 
pushed out of that. We then obtained 
permission to use the chapel on week 
nights when regular base services were 
not being conducted, and we are still 
having those. We were also having a 
Sunday School class, however this 
has been taken away from us for some 
time now, for the reason that most 
of the fellows had to start working 
on Sunday. Now there are only about 
two of us who have Sunday off. Of 
course, when there is a war going 





on, then Sunday is just as any other 
day, and we do not have a church 
work in progress off the base. 


Being in the service, our outside ac- 
tivities are very limited. We can get 
a pass only one day a week to get 
off the base, but we will say this, 
there is one of the best yo antenna 
for a mission work here that we ever 
thought would be on a foreign field, 
and even more so in a country such 
as this where the wrong kind of re- 
ligion has been taught for so very 
long. There is a schoolteacher in the 
city nearest the base who has studied 
English and speaks it fluently, and he 
has said that he is more than willin 
to help anyone serve the Lord. If i 
were so that we could get out often 
and work with him, we are sure some- 
thing could be started. 

There are a few Pentecostal mis- 
sionaries here in this area who are do- 
ing a very good work, but there are 
so many people and so much territory 
that there is much room left un- 
touched. Since we have had to confine 
most of our activities to work on the 
base, we have not had much of a 
chance. So, to make a long story short, 
we do have services here, but none off 
the base. We wish we could tell you 
about a work off the base, for the ma- 
jority of these people are very eager to 
hear something of a salvation that can 
really put the feeling in the heart. 

When you can find nothing else to 
pray for, then just slip our names in 
that spot, and we will be doing the 
same for all of you there.

CLOSER FAMILY TIES 

The ties of family life in America 
have drawn closer in the past decade 
and the trend is continuing despite 
the emotional stresses of a period of 
deep uncertainty. This isn’t the con- 
clusion we usually hear voiced by 
alarmists, but is thoroughly sustained 
by prevalent nation-wide statistics. 

During 1950, for instance, mar- 
riages in the United States numbered 
nearly 1,700,000, a gain of 5.7 per cent 
over the total for 1949. Meanwhile, 
divorces declined for the fourth 
straight year, the 1950 total of 385,000 
representing a drop of 3 per cent from 
that of the previous year. 

The figures fall right in line with 
the conclusions of a study by statis- 
ticians of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company who covered the 
1940-49 decade. So marked has been 
the upswing in marriages since 1940, 
they found, that the supply of single 
persons in the population has been 
materially depleted. The birth rate not 
only reached an unexpectedly high 
level during this period, but as yet 
has shown little tendency to decline. 

At the same time, the study showed 
that the number of widowed, divorced 
or separated, as a group, has decreased 
in relative frequency, that is, in re- 
lation to the number of persons ever 
married. The net result is that we 
have relatively more homes sheltering 
families unbroken by death, divorce 
or separation. It may be that these 
families are not exerting the moral 
force they should or of which they 
are potentially capable, but at least 
the family unit upon which our so- 
ciety is built is there, intact. 

Statistics themselves are nothing 
more than cold figures, but when they 
deal with such factors as more mar- 
riages, fewer divorces, longer lives, 
they take on a certain warmth which 
is comforting. From them we can safe- 
ly conclude, as does the Metropolitan 
study, that “the American people have 
a deep and abiding need for family 
life. Whatever the disruptive forces of 
contemporary society, they are out- 
weighed by the strong desire for home 
and children.”—Chattanooga Times.

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This report is by Rev. T. W. Godwin, Chair- 
man of the Editorial and Publications Board, 
and state overseer of Virginia. It was a 
genuine delight to have him with me during 
the EPA Convention. I know you will enjoy 
his report. 


It was on Tuesday morning, Janu- 
ary 22, I arrived in Chicago to attend 
the Fourth Convention of the Evan- 
gelical Press Association with our es- 
teemed Editor-in-Chief, J. D. Bright. 
This convention was attended by about 
one hundred editors of Christian pub- 
lications of various denominations, 
several of which are Pentecostal. 

The three-day convention opened in 
the Lawson YMCA, with an address 
by the retiring president, Dr. H. J. 
Kuiper. The purpose of this meeting, 
as usual, was to effect a broader ac- 
quaintance among publishers, better 
fellowship and cooperation, exchange 
plans and ideas one with another in 
our fight against sin in every form, 
and cooperate through the print- 
ed page in leading a lost world back 
to God. Most of the time was spent 
in sectional meetings, the first of 
which was devoted to the study of 
“Selecting and Editing of Manuscript,” 
which was conducted by Larry Ward, 
of Baptist Bulletin. The leading 
thoughts we gained in this study 
were: accuracy, brevity, and concise- 
ness in make-up; the lead, develop- 
ment and flash of an article; and 
the usual number of words that 
should compose a sentence. This, per- 
haps, does not mean anything to 
some, but to writers and editors it 
is very important. Then we came to 
the “Principles of Layout Technique,” 
as conducted by Frank Warren, a 
Chicago artist and layout expert. In 
this meeting we learned the manner 
of correctly composing, correct colors, 
briding the gutter, etc. We learned 
something about the importance of 
colors; that is, for instance, that am- 
ber colored lights draw more atten- 
tion than other colors. It was stated 
that night spots which use amber 
lights take in more money than those 
that use other colors. Of course, we 
are not interested in the “night spots,” 
but any secret in drawing people to 
Christ is worthy of consideration. 
Then we had a class on “Editorial 
Value of Advertising.” This was con- 
ducted by Robert Walker, representa- 
tive. of the Christian Life magazine. 
Next came a feature which was very 
interesting and instructive: “Public 
Relations,” by Ernest Keasling, public 
relations director of the Free Metho- 
dist Church of North America. He said 
that if you are well trained in public 
relations, though you may disappoint 
someone, you would be able to satisf. 
them and make them feel content, 
although they were disappointed. We 
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really got a good lesson from this 
lecture. 

We had any number of meetings 
throughout this convention, which 
were of untold value to writers and 
editors, and I feel that our movement 
has writers and editors that are as 
capable as those found in any move- 
ment in the world. I am proud of the 
showing that Pentecostal people are 
making through the printed page. 

The banquet on Wednesday evening 
was attended by more than a hun- 
dred people, and the after-dinner ad- 
dress was delivered by Honorable Con- 
gressman O. K. Armstrong, of Mis- 
souri. He spoke to us on the subject 
of “What We Can Do to Help.” Mr. 
Armstrong is a Junior Congressman, 
and a world traveler and journalist. 
He is a staff writer for the Reader’s 
Digest; therefore, he was’able to in- 
form us as to how the writers and 
publishers could help in meeting the 
world conditions and circumstances 
of today. He stated that in 1945, while 
visiting with General MacArthur in 
Japan, the General suggested that the 
missionaries be brought back to Ja- 
pan; and a short time ago Mr. Arm- 
strong, while visiting in France, was 
informed by General Eisenhower that 
his idea was to rebuild the spiritual 
life of Germany. We very definitely 
understood from such remarks that 
our governmental and military lead- 
ers are depending on our religious 
writers and publishers to do their part 
in promulgating and promoting our 
Christian way of life here and abroad. 
Writers and publishers of religious 
literature certainly should know how 
to get the meaning of.their message 
into all their manuscripts. After all, 
there is a great responsibility resting 
upon those who write and publish the 





gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Thursday morning, the 24th, the 
temperature was ten below. Now you 
believe me, this was not my kind of 
weather; but wen 3 Brother Bright 
and I caught a cab and made our 
way across town to 434 South Wa- 
bash Avenue, to visit the Scripture 
Press. This is a religious publishing 
plant, started a few years ago in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Victor E. Cory, 
and it has grown until now it occupies 
four floors of a large building. Scrip- 
ture Press sells and ships a tremen- 
dous amount of religious literature. 
Mr. Cory is the president of this 
foundation. Our first stop in the 
building was in his private office, 
where we were received very cordially 
by the president, after which, with a 
large group of writers and publishers, 
we were escorted through the differ- 
ent departments of the plant and in- 
formed as to the various operations. 
This was very interesting and educa- 
tional. At ten o’clock, in the same 
building, we assembled for the last 
session of the convention. The first 
part of it was devoted to a panel 
discussion. There were seventy-one 
questions outlined, but all were not 
discussed, due to lack of time. Such 
questions’ as these were discussed: 
“How much liberty does an editor have 
with a writer’s manuscript?” “Should 
an editor take time to explain why 
he rejects material?” “What is the 
form in which a writer should pre- 
pare his manuscript?” “What is con- 
sidered a good manuscript?” These 
give you an idea as to what the panel 
discussion was. This discussion was 
conducted by Dr. Goodrich, of Jack- 
son, Miss. At the close of the discus- 
sion, Cofigressman Armstrong was

ee Rev. J. A. Brown 

ae was born in Cle- 
burne County, 
Muscadine,_ Ala., 
Oct. 26, 1881. He 
graduated from 
Boaz Seminary, 
which was rated 
an “A-1” high 
school. He took 
a bookkeeping 
course, then at- 
tended Wheeler 
Business College 
for a short term, 
taking typing and 
stenography. Fol- 
lowing this, he 
somali in the public schools of Ala- 
bama for ten years. Brother Brown 
marrid Maggie Burgess December 25, 
1904, at Edwardsville, Ala. They have 
one boy and one girl. Their daughter 
is Mrs. Dave H. Cornutt. She has the 
Holy Ghost and is one of the pianists 
and a member of the Alabama City, 
Ala., Church of God. 


Rev. Brown was saved and sancti- 
tied at the age of twelve, at Boaz, 
Ala. He was a member of the Metho- 
dist Church until the age of forty. 
The M. E. Church licensed him in 
1905, and he remained with the Meth- 
odist Church until he received the Ho- 
ly Ghost in 1921, at which time he 
was licensed a minister in the Church 
of God. 

He says, “Rev. Virgil Kennedy, a 
Church of God minister, of Edwards- 
ville, Ala., was the first Holy Ghost 
preacher I ever heard. The enemies 
of ‘this way’ tried to kill him, slashing 
him with knives; and, thinking they 
had killed him, they set the house 
afire where he and his family were 
camping. The house burned down, but 
his life was saved by his daughters 
dragging him out. The Lord miracu- 
lously healed those deep knife wounds, 
and he went back and preached again 
in a few days. We soon moved to 
Sand Mountain to pastor some Metho- 
-dist churches, but after one year I 
decided I needed more education if 
I was to succeed as a pastor. So, for 
the next three years I was a student 
at the John H. Sneed Seminary, a 
Methodist school. I graduated in May, 
1921, when I was forty years old. 
Brother J. B. Ellis started a revival 
at this time in Boaz. It was good news 
when we heard of this meeting. We 
attended, and it was not very long 
until wife and I received the Holy 
Ghost. Brother F. J. Lee preached 
some in this meeting. I cannot forget 
these dear ones who have been so 
much help in establishing us in the 
Church of God.” 

In 1923, Brother Brown was or- 
dained and appointed state overseer 
of California and Arizona, which po- 
sition he held for two years, coming 
back to Alabama in the fall of 1925. 
He served as pastor of the following 
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churches: Alabama City, Anniston, 
Montgomery, Thomasville, Boaz, Jack- 
sonville, Piedmont, Edwardsville, Mus- 
cadine, and Herrings Tabernacle, Ala. 
“Some of these small churches were 
too weak to support us, so we had to 
support ourselves by secular work. We 
had no funds from Headquarters to 
support us in those days.” 

“We have no outstanding record, 
but you will remember that our work 
was trail-blazing. One high point in 
our ministry which we like to remem- 
ber is when I was appointed pastor 
of the best church in Alabama, Ala- 
bama City, my first appointment in 
the Church of God. The second year 
of my pastorate there, a revival start- 
ed just before the Assembly, which 
ran on while we attended the Assem- 
bly, and was still going when we re- 
turned. Fifty received the Holy Ghost. 
Rev. G. C. Dunn was our good evan- 
gelist. 

“I can see a great future for the 
Church of God. I believe more of the 
Pentecostal churches will be uniting 
with us if we keep the standard high 
and don’t compromise with the world.” 

Editor’s Note: Brother Brown was clerk and 
treasurer for two of the three years, 1946-1948, 
while I was pastor of the Alabama City 
Church. Also, he preached for me _ several 
times and was as cooperative as any retired 
minister could possibly be. May God continue 


to bless Brother and Sister Brown and, as for 
that, all of our retired or disabled ministers. 


Rev. and Mrs. L. A. Ford, 
Box 1, Lake Butler, Fla. 





Rev. Ford’s testimony is: “I was 
saved in 1907, sanctified in 1908, and 
in-1909 received the Holy Ghost and 
came into the Church of God. I was 
licensed May 8, 1910, and have been 
preaching ever since. I was ordained 
June 19, 1924. In my early ministry 
I worked with Brothers T. S. Payne 
and Z. R. Thomas. My early years 
in the ministry were not easy. I had 


to take the buggy whip once, also a 
pair of brass knuckles, but now, as 
I look back, I feel as Paul of old— 
‘the Lord delivered me out of them 


all.’ Brother Marshall Norris and hi & 
brother, Joel, are two of my converts 


who are ministers. I set some churches 
in order, but can’t remember just how 
many. It was my pleasure to pastor 
the following churches: Arcadia, Avon 
Park, Crewsville, Ft. Meade, Zolph 
Springs, Wauchula, Key West, Mt. 
Dora, and Cocoa, all in Florida. Most 
of these are good paying churches 
today. Two have been moved to other 
places.” 

Brother Ford’s first wife died July 
17, 1935, and on Oct. 1, 1937, he mar- 
ried Lena DeLoach, who is only forty- 
eight years old. She helped him while 
he was in Key West, Mt. Dora, and 
Cocoa, Fla. “When I was seventy years 
old I retired. I am now seventy-seven 
years old, and for several years I have 
thought I might be living when Jesus 
comes for His bride. I’m satisfied with 
the Church and want to be in it when 
I leave this old world. I feel pretty 
good most of the time; I’ve trusted 
God with my body and haven’t taken 
any medicine of any kind.”

At the 
age of seventeen he went to work on a farm 
in DeSoto County, near Arcadia. When thirty- 
one he was married to Lillie Pearl Robertson, 
and to this union were born ten children. Of 
the eight living children, six are saved, some 
are sanctified and have the Holy Ghost.

She testifies: “We were both saved, 
and J. C. received the Holy Ghost in 
February, 1917, and I received the 
Holy Ghost in April of the same year.

Sister Walker says, “I received tue 
Holy Ghost nearly forty-three years 
ago, in Augusta, Ga. I was licensed 
April 4, 1917, and went to work in 
different places. After my husband 
died I went down in South Georgia 
and started a tent meeting. There the 
Lord called me to go to the North- 
western States. I was soon on my 
way, and the Lord surely did bless 
while I was out there. In those days 
we didn’t get much money, had to 
ride in wagons, walk in sunshine, 
snow, or rain, sleep in barns, and, in 
some places, didn’t get much to eat. 
But we were happy in the Lord. Sever- 
al times my life has almost been taken 
by mobs. I have been shot at several 
times on my way from meetings, but 
God took care of me. I did not mind

the hard places, for I enjoyed work- 
ing for God and would go again if I 
were young and able.

“In the Northwest the Lord let me 
preach to the Indians and to different 
nationalities, and He also helped me 
to learn their languages. It was a 
wonderful time for me. In one place 
I pastored two churches, traveling 
about sixty miles each Sunday to pas- 
tor them. Brother Paul Walker was 
our state overseer while I was there—- 
most of the time in North Dakota. 
I stayed in the Northwest until I was 
afflicted with arthritis and was un- 
able to go to church. During that time 
the church people came where I was 
staying and I sat in a chair and 
preached to them.

Text: “Thou shalt not desire the 
silver or gold that is on them (the 
idols),’”’ Deut. 7:25. 


To be circumspect is to give at- 
tention to all circumstances or con- 
sequences; to be cautious, prudent, or 
careful. 

The fiercest struggle which Israel 
had to wage was the struggle to main- 
tain their spirituality. They were in 
constant peril of declining to the de- 
grading practices of idol worship. They 
had learned about the numerous idols 
while in Egypt, and now, about to 
enter the promised land, they would 
be continually reminded of them, for 
every grove would have its polluting 
worship; every hill would have its al- 
tar or shrine. 

The text implies that they were not 
to take up these costly articles of 
delicate workmanship and material, 
but they were to let them alone, or, 
burn them in the fire until they per- 
ished. 

Was it the silver or gold on the 
idols to which God was opposed? No! 
It was the possibility of association 
of these with the idols themselves 
about which God was concerned. God 
has no quarrel with material ne. 
He is the perfect lover of the beauti- 
ful. But there is one thing that He 
loves still more than beauty, and that 
is the spiritual welfare of His chil- 
dren. 

God recognizes the tremendous pow- 
er. of association; that association 
leads to suggestion. Certain things 
may be harmful to one Christian be- 
cause of its association to the old 
life of sin, while the same things may 
be harmless to another because of 
ability to enjoy it for what it really 
is rather than as a reminder of the 
former life. Thus, we have real “born- 
again” Christians differing on what 
is right and wrong, depending on its

association and suggestion. 

One may be condemned for play- 
ing ball, while another, equally as 
good a person, may have his own 
team and feel elated over it. But, if 
anything is suggestive of evil, or 
would offend the brother, one should 
leave it off unless one can win him 
over. 

The world is full of things that 
are suggestive of evil within their own 
right, without necessarily associating 
them with anything pertaining to the 
old life; such things as our children, 
who have been reared in Christian 
environment, may not readily associ- 
ate with evil. These are the ones, 
some of which, I wish to point out 
for the benefit of our young people. 

My first attack is upon literature. 
If books, like idols, are doing the 
devil’s work, we are not to desire their 
silver or gold. Books are issued from 
the press today as redolent of what 
is base and bestial as any idol of the 
Canaanites. There are books that 
should never have been written, and 
there are books that should never be 
read. They soil the fingers by the very 
touch of them. They tamper lightly 
with those eternal verities which alone 
keep life from being dust and ashes. 
They drag into the light those hidden 
things which God, in His large sil- 
ences, has shrouded. Now, if such 
books were always poor productions, 
our text would not apply to them at 
all. But the very peril of such books 
is this: sometimes, like the idols of 
antiquity, they are adorned with the 
silver and gold of a good writer’s deli- 
cate touch and exquisite literary style, 
suggesting a present heaven amid the 
passion and excess of hell. These find 
their way into the leading libraries 
and universities of the nation. There 
are things more precious than literary 
cleverness. There is the strength as 
the strength of ten, because the heart 
is pure. 

The same principle of circumspec- 
tion applies to one’s calling. In the 
expansion of our modern life, the 
range of possible callings is amazing. 
Every new invention means the open- 
ing of new careers. It is never easy 
to say this is right and that is wrong, 
but in every community there are call- 
ings that are dubious and questiona- 
ble: Now, if such callings were lean 
and hungry things, our text would 
not apply to them at all. But the 
charm is this, they seem to promise 
easy riches. The movies bring law- 
lessness to the front and wrap it in 
riches. But, “Thou shalt not. desire 
their silver or gold.” 


Again, this principle is needful when 
we are tempted to explore what life 
is. When Eve was tempted in her ori- 
ent paradise, it was not the fruit that 
was her real temptation. To her the 
fruit itself was nothing. The enrich- 
ment which it was to bring was every- 
thing. She craved expansion in her 
restricted paradise, and she would 
have it even at the cost of disobeying 
God. We are often tempted to break 
the bounds that God has set around 
us, in the craving for a larger, fuller 
life. It is the new experience, the 
fresh sensation, the life that is fuller 
than our dreary round. So are we 
tempted from the line of duty on to 
those dubious or forbidden paths 
whose end is always emptiness and 
tears. “Take up thy cross,” and do 
not envy others. “What is that to 
thee? Follow thou me.” 

Our text should also apply to friend- 
ships, for a friendship may wreck a 
life, or it may bring it to the gates 
of heaven. To have a real friend is 
as water in a weary land, but to have 
a friend whose character proves 
worthless is one of the bitterest of 
life’s revealings. Yet, how often a very 
worthless character, just like the 
graven idols of the Canaanites, is 
beautiful with silver and gold. Men 
may be very clever, yet vile. Men may 
be very brilliant, yet false. Men may 
be untrustworthy, yet be the most de- 
lightful of companions. It is when 
attracted by such charms as these 
in a character that is false and vi- 
cious that the command rings in our 
ears today through our parents, teach- 
ers, and ministers: “Thou shalt not 
desire their silver or their gold.” It 
is never in such comradeships as these 
—_ we lift up our eyes unto the 

ills.

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LIQUOR TRAFFIC

Can We Oppose Liquor Scientifically? 

Scientifically, we can prove that all 
alcohol in beer, wine, and whiskey is a 
habit-forming, narcotic, poisonous 
drug. It befuddles the brain, depresses 
the nerves, distorts the vision, retards 
muscular reaction, and releases the 
inhibitions. For instance, take a man 
that is a perfectly safe driver while he 
is sober. Put him under the wheel 
while under the influence of alcohol, 
and he becomes a killer, because the 
alcohol which he drank clouded his 
brain and slowed down his muscular 
reaction. 

Did you hear the story about the 
boys coming back from Korea? When 
they landed on American soil they 
called their wives and babies at home 
and said, “We’re back in good ole U. S. 
A.” A moment later they stepped out of 
a telephone booth and started across 
the street, when a car came roaring 
down the street, and both boys were 
pinned against a telephone post by a 
drunken driver’s car and killed. I guess 
you will remember reading of Broth- 
er W. E. Johnson’s lovely little girl 
who was struck by a drunken driver 
and knocked ninety feet in the air. 
Of course, these fellows got by almost 
scot-free because they weren’t respon- 
sible. They were too drunk to be re- 
sponsible. Think of it! What the Com- 
munists in Korea could not do to the 
two boys who came home, the drunken 
driver did do after they got home. The 
boys were killed and left their little 
families in New York without fathers. 
Not long ago in the State of Ohio a 
man raped his thirteen-year-old sis- 
ter, and then pulled his hair out by the 
handsful when he came to, because he 
did it when he was under the influence 
of liquor. 

Statistics show that 8,000 people are 
killed and a quarter of a million in- 
jured each year in America by drink- 
ing drivers. You may rest assured that 
if Russia were to send a bombing 
squadron to America and bomb 
our cities and kill 8,000 people and 
wound a quarter of a million others, 
Congress would meet in joint session 
before noon tomorrow. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and Harry Truman would 
bury the hatchet. The Republicans, 
the Democrats, and the Dixiecrats 
would all get together and declare 
war on Russia at once. Yet, here is the 
New Deal, the raw deal, the repeal, 
liquor traffic that kills and wounds 
that many people every year on the 
highways alone. Don’t you think it is 
time for somebody to declare war on 
this, the greatest internal enemy of 
America! 
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Alcohol, the Habit-forming Drug That 
Causes Crime 

Yes, alcohol is a habit-forming, nar- 

cotic, poisonous drug that befuddles 

the brain, depresses the nerves, dis- 

torts the vision, retards muscular re- 


* action, and releases the moral brakes 


in people’s lives. Here is what I am 
talking about. 

A doctor’s wife in St. Louis, Mo., 
took a boatride and got tangled up 
with another man who wasn’t her hus- 
band. He kept coming to her apart- 
ment in St. Louis. Her husband found 
out about it, followed him to Cedar 
Rapids, stabbed him to death in a 
hotel room, was tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to seventy years in the pen- 
itentiary. He appealed his case. He 
went to Houston where he grew up as 
a boy, to wait the decision of the up- 
per court. The upper court sustained 
the lower court’s decision, and the doc- 
tor committed suicide. How did it all 
start? She said, “On the boat ride I 
drank too much.” I drank too much! 
Yes, it sets moral impulses running in 
the wrong direction. It caused her to 
become involved in a_ humiliating 
scandal she will never outlive. 

On Christmas of 1950, at Dwight, 
Ill., a husband, a wife, two little boys 
and a sweet little girl decided they 
would visit the husband’s brother in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. Down the 
highway a man was standing with 
his thumb out. The milk of human 
kindness was in their veins, and they 
slowed down the car and took him in. 
He had hardly gotten in the car when 
he drew a six-shooter on the father, 
and for three or four days, at the 
point of a gun, he drove that little 
family around over Oklahoma, Texas, 
Arkansas, and Missouri. Then he killed 
them and put their bodies in an aban- 
doned mine in Joplin, Mo. He went on 
to the West Coast and killed two other 
people, was apprehended and brought 
back to Oklahoma City, tried, and sen- 
tenced to 365 years in the penitenti- 
ary. What would cause a man to pull 
a stunt like that? He told his own 
story: “I thought I would celebrate 
Christmas. I got a bottle of liquor 
and went on a drunk. It’s a horrible 
nightmare! I don’t remember much 
about it.” The alcohol so upset his 


_ mental proclivities, unstrung his 


nerves, and took the moral brakes 
loose in his life that he murdered the 
innocent and helpless. That is what 
alcohol does! Visit the houses of cor- 
rection, the penitentiaries, the jails, 
and other penal institutions, and see 
if most of the inmates are not there 
because of having been under the in- 
fluence of liquor. We could go on and 
on and on with story after story into 
the hundreds, and yet I wonder who 
will hear the voice of truth. 


Liquor Makers and Sellers Are Un- 
worthy of Respect 

Checking on some of the roots of 
the crime wave that is sweeping our 
country, we shall have to do more 
than penalize the victims of King Al- 
cohol. We shall have to go to the bars 
that sell it and to the whiskey makers 
and the breweries that brew it. The 
liquor interest rides high in its high- 
powered advertising by way of radio, 
television, and the press. It is con- 
stantly before the eyes of the young 
and the old of our land. Bear in mind 
that what we sow today, we shall reap 
tomorrow. The man who makes or sells 
beer, wine, or whiskey is not to be 
placed on the same level of respect as 
the man who sells groceries, clothes, 
automobiles, furniture, and hardware. 
These help their fellow men by selling 
these useful products; but the man 
who manufactures or sells beer, wine, 
or whiskey is selling a product that 
degrades, debauches, and, in many 
cases, destroys his fellow man. There 
are no good men in the liquor busi- 
ness, because the liquor business is a 
bad business, and good men do not 
promote a bad business. 
Men Cannot Be Separated From the 

Business They Operate 

Dr. Sam Morris said, “Every once 
in a while some pious, weak-kneed, 
thin-skinned, spineless, yellow-backed, 
white-livered, thumb-sucking, toe- 
kissing, pusillanimous, pussyfooting, 
fence-straddling, pie-eating, biscuit- 
hunting, ham-and-egg preacher gets 
up and says, ‘Well, now, it’s not the 
men we’re fighting. It’s the business.’ 
God bless you, brother, I fight the man 
as well as the business, and if he 
doesn’t want me to knock his shins, 
let him get out of the dirty, old low- 
down, lousy, wicked business he is in. 
You can’t separate a man from the 
character of the business he operates.” 

The Son of God never condoned 
wickedness. He said on one occasion, 
“Ye are of your father, the devil, and 
the deeds of your father ye will do. 
He that committeth sin is of the dev- 
il.” There is no mincing of words here. 
He went into the Temple, and, with a

Some young 
convert gives a good testimony, then 
some well-meaning person will come 
around and remark, “I believe you are 
called to preach.” Evangelizing or pas- 
toring isn’t all honey and wafers. If 
you should decide to become a mis- 
sionary without God’s sanction, then 
this may not be all that was hoped for. 
Some missionaries lead a hard life. 
Living conditions and food are bad. 
Some even lose their lives. Make sure 
you are willing to trade the super- 
market around the corner for a bowl 
of watery rice before launching out. 
You may be called to be a good church 
member. 

9. Don’t write letters to radio 
preachers or to their newspaper col- 
umn when they slander your belief.

You are at a disad- 
vantage because of not being there to 
answer in person. 

10. Don’t go outside the Bible for 
righteous living. If you live up to the 
Bible, your conduct will be excellent.

If you look for 
faults in people, they can be found. 
Meanwhile there may be a beam in 
your own eye. 

11. Don’t lose the vision of the cross 
of Christ.

After preaching and healing all day 
He would wrap Himself in His only 
cloak and sleep, or sometimes pray all 
night.

North Belmont, N. C., Parsonage 


This is the recently completed brick 
parsonage at the North Belmont, N. 
C., Church of God. It consists of nine 
rooms, full-size basement, and small 
side porch. It is well constructed and 
of the finest materials. The six rooms 
on the first floor consist of two bed- 
rooms, a knotty-pine-paneled den, a 
spacious living room with a nice wool 
rug fitted from wall to wall and a mar- 
ble trim fireplace, a dining room, kit- 
chen, and dining nook, separated from 
kitchen by bar. It has a tile bath, and 
a hallway leading from living room to 
other parts of the house. It has beau- 
tiful hardwood floors, with plastered

walls which are decorated with mod- 
ern shades. There is ample closet space 
in each bedroom and a linen closet in 
the hall next to the bath. 

The upstairs has a pastor’s study, 
children’s play room, and children’s 
bedroom. The basement is used for a 





church kitchen and children’s church; 
it also has a half bath. The automatic 
oil furnace, which heats the parson- 
age, is located in the basement too. 

The face brick with black mortar on 
the outside, trimmed on the front with 
stone, gives it this beautiful appear- 
ance. The approximate cost of the 
building and furnishings was $18,000, 
which is valued at much more. The 
mill companies made some nice con- 
tributions, one of them exceeding 
$1,000. In two and one-half years we 
have been able to raise, in our over- 
all building program, approximately 
$25,000, and at the same time have 
received around 100 members into the 


church, for which we give God the 
glory. 

Editor’s Note: This is the third church par- 
sonage Brother Weatherby has been success- 
ful in leading congregations in constructing. 
The others were at Mooresville, North Car- 
olina, and Sherman, Texas. Brother Weather- 
by was youth director in Texas while Rev. 
T. W. Godwin was state overseer, in 1942- 
1943, and was successful in leading the State 
in winning the youth and Sunday School de- 
partment a banner each year. Following his 
work in Texas, Brother Weatherby devoted 
some time as evangelist and singing school 
teacher. Then he took up pastoral work, 
which has kept him employed since. It was 
my privilege to sign Brother Weatherby’s first 
license, July 2, 1941, in South Carolina. He 
was ordained Feb. 15, 1944. I am sure the 
EVANGEL family join him in giving thanks 
to God for the success he is realizing for 
God and His Church.

never before by the monster from Moscow. In the second 
place, Protestantism is a Christian religion, a sister to 
ours in its basic essentials. In the third Dp we, as 
Catholics, must reciprocate the tolerance and respect that 
these countries of Protestant majority have toward our 
Church in their countries. 

‘The residents of our State of Atlantico are very for- 
tunate in that our clergy are free from sponsoring savage 
acts such as have taken place in Antiqua and the Valle 
del Cauca.

Brendle, and to this union were born 
eight children, two boys and six girls. 
All of these are living. They also have 
thirty-eight grandchildren and three 
great-grandchildren. They are happy 
because five of their children have 
salvation. 

Brother Brooks says, “My wife and 
I were saved the same day, July 10, 
1915, and we joined the Church of 
God the same week. In 1916 I was 
licensed, and was ordained Aug. 7, 
1919. My first pastoral work was in 
1917 at Canton and Sunburst, N. C. I 
built new churches at both Canton 
and Sunburst. The churches at Bilt- 
more and Clyde, N. C., were brought 
into my district. I also re-established 
the Alarka and Sylva Churches, and 
pastored the Tusquitta, N. C., church, 
having to ride a mule twenty miles 
to serve the church. I was paid $55 
for my first year in the ministry. I 
have baptized as high as forty-seven 
in one service. I walked across the 
Smoky Mountains four times to at 
last defeat the devil and set the 
church in order at Townsend, Tenn. 
In those days we did not get walking 
expenses, much less riding expenses. 

“IT was one of the seventy elders 
in 1921. Some of my converts are: 
Revs. B. L. Hicks, deceased; Matt Bur- 
nett, deceased; Brothers Ela Phillips 
and Pritchard, and many more good 
preachers. I have always taken the 
hard places, have dug out some twen- 
ty-five churches, and helped to dig 
out others.”

scourge, He drove the hypocrites out. 
He didn’t stand around with a rope 
strapped around His wrist and _ say, 
“Now, boys, it is not you, but the busi- 
ness you are in that I am opposing.” 
The sooner we make up our minds to 
vote for honorable legislation and for 
men who will enforce it, the better off 
our free America will be. We put up 
clinics, hospitals, and various institu- 
tions for the reclamation of alcoholics. 
The preacher and the church work to 
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save the alcoholics from the demon of 
drink; but we do very little to stop the 
wicked traffic at the source from 
which it operates. The unfortunate 
weakness of the Yale School of Alco- 
holic Studies, in New Haven, Connec- 
ticut, is that many people in this 
country have been duped by it. The 
first $80,000 put in to that thing was 
from a malting firm! Of course, if the 
liquor crowd doesn’t finance it, they 
ought to. It is the best agent they have 
in this country. You can’t get the Al- 
coholic Studies group to say a word 
against the liquor traffic. They will 
go around and hold alcoholic studies. 
They will talk about alcoholics—“the 
alcoholic this, the alcoholic that.” 
“He’s got a disease. He’s a sick man. 
We’ve got to build a clinic, a hospital, 
and put him in it and rehabilitate 
him.” They deal with the victim, and 
tolerate, condone, and almost positive- 
ly support the liquor traffic. You will 
remember that when the wets voted 
in the abolition of the Eighteenth 
Amendment they told us there would 
be enough revenue from the beer traf- 
fic to balance the budget. I wonder 
what our national budget is now. Dur- 
ing prohibition days they drank ap- 
proximately eight gallons of liquor per 
person per year. Now it is not less than 
twenty gallons of beer, wine, and whis- 
key for every man, woman, boy, girl 
in the land. That is how much this 
flood has. deepened since the repeal 
of prohibition. While the rest of Amer- 
ica drinks one gallon of hard liquor 
per person, in Washington, D. C., 
where we need the clearest brains, the 
steadiest nerves, the soberest hearts, 
they drank four gallons of hard liquor 
per person. That is the result of the 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

Some say legalized liquor is all right, 
better than when we had the bootleg 
joints. Well, I’d rather have a skunk 
in my backyard than to have him on 
my front porch, even if he has a pink 
ribbon on him. 

Thirty-seven years ago the Son of 
God came into my heart and rolled 
the burden of sin away. I have been 
preaching this gospel in the Church of 
God for thirty years. I shall continue 
to hold up the bloodstained banner of 
King Immanuel and stand for truth 


and right. I hope all that read this 
article will join me with great enthu- 
siasm in holding high the banner of 
redemption to lost men and women in 
all the categories of sin.
